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Living Off The Land

Ice fishing is a sedentary sport, 
typically done from the relative secur- 
ity of a small hut over a hole in the ice. 
Lake Superior, however, seldom 
freezes very far from shore, allowing 
the hardiest anglers to walk out to 
open water and fish off the edge. 

From Drummand Island to Iron- 
wood, the Upper Peninsula Chapter 
Area is over 350 miles long with 
fifteen counties and eighteen archi- 
tects. The twelve firms providing 
architectural services in the Upper 
Peninsula (U.P.) are located in St. 
Ignace, Escanaba, Menominee, Iron 
Mountain, Iron River, Ironwood, 
Marquette (three firms), and Hough- 
ton (three firms). 


Only thirteen of our eighteen Archi- 
tects belong to the AIA, but we all 
belong to the Chapter. This year, we 
will present our third annual student 
scholarship award (to a U.P. high 
school graduate attending one of Mich- 
igan’s three Architecture Schools.). 
We have conducted a Chapter Design 
Awards Program. Last month the 
Chapter received a $1,000.00 cash 
award from the National AIA for the 
highest membership increase in our 
category. One of our past-presidents, 
Line Poley, who is now president of 
the Huron Valley Chapter, received 
an Honorable Mention in the Viet- 
nam Veterans Memorial Competi- 
tion in Washington D.C. (Two entrys 
were submitted from our Chapter — 
probably the highest percentage of all 
290 Chapters of the AIA.) One of our 
firms has been using CADD exclu- 
sively for all production work. Five 
other offices are using CADD to 
some degree. One of our members 
sits on the State Licensing Board (Jim 
Blomquist of Iron Mountain). We 
contribute annually to our local Pub- 
lic TV station and to the restoration 
of Beaubien House, the MSA Head- 
quarters Building in Detroit. And we 
have money in the bank. 

We hope that the MSA's Centen- 
nial celebration this year will be some- 
what enhanced knowing that the North- 
ern Frontier is secure. 

When we formed the Chapter 
eight years ago, two of our major 
concerns were that buildings should 
be designed by Architects and that 
local Projects deserve local Archi- 
tects. 

Considerable progress has been 
made on the former. In 1979 many of 
the new buildings in the U.P. were 
being “designed” by engineers. To- 
day, all the major engineering firms 
in our area have Architects on staff. 
The later concern, regretfully, is still 
with us. We continue to endure the 
frustration of watching important 
local projects handed to “experts” 
from down below. (Not just lower 
Michigan but the entire state of Wis- 
consin preys on our area.) Mark 
Twain's warning that “an expert is 
just a damn fool a long way from 


home” is of little solace as local 
agencies continue to be picked-off by 
well-aimed “dog and pony shows” 
from “the specialists.” School Boards 
are the worst offenders. Although 
they lament the fact that their grad- 
uates must leave the area to pursue 
the best opportunities, the same 
Boards regularly vote to send hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in pro- 
fessional fees directly out of the area. 

But things are changing. The City 
of Houghton has been implementing 
a massive redevelopment plan involv- 
ing more local, State, Federal, and 
private investment per capital than 
any small city in the country. Hough- 
ton is being used as an example for 
struggling communities everywhere 
and the whole program has been 
accomplished with LOCAL consul- 
tants. 

After never having attended a 
school of Architecture, I moved north 
from Detroit in 1971 to try “living off 
the land.” Frank Lloyd Wright would 
tell his clients to “find a lot that 
nobody wants”. I found four whole 
counties that nobody wanted. Fantas- 
tic building sites are everywhere. 
Hills, rocks, waterfalls, forests, lakes 
and tons and tons of SNOW are the 
indigenous natural materials of this 
part of Michigan. And the built envi- 
ronment includes some of the State's

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most exciting historically significant 
structures. 

Always mindful of H.H. Richard- 
son’s caution that the most important 
thing that an Architect has to do is 
the next job”, I have managed, each 
year, to complete about forty to fifty 
projects of various types and scope 
while continuing to believe... 
that we chose this profession because 
we love Architecture and are willing 
to devote our lives to the “Mother of 
the Arts,” 

... that Professional accomplish- 
ments must always be measured on 
the basis of the quality of the work 
completed rather than the quantity 
of fees collected, 

... that Architecture is a “consum- 
ing passion” to be pursued relent- 
lessly until your best project is no 
longer the next one.

Richard Albyn, FAIA 


Richard Albyn has been elected to 
the American Institute of Architects 
College of Fellows. He will be hon- 
ored in Detroit on May 7th at a 
Fellows Reception that will he held at 
the Offices of William Kessler and 
Associates in Greek Town. He will be 
invested on June 19th at the 1987 
AIA National Convention in 
Orlando. 

Albyn was the only Michigan archi- 
tect among the 73 chosen by the 
Institute to recieve a lifetime Fellow- 
ship honor for his notable contribu- 
tions to the profession of architec- 
ture. 

He retired in April of 1986 from the 
position of Senior Firm Executive 
with Harley Ellington Pierce Yee 
Associates but has maintained a con- 
sulting relationship with them. His 
career began in 1950 with Victor 
Gruen Associates and included work 
with Minoru Yamasaki and Linn 
Smith. He was with TMP Associates 
from 1965-82 where he was vice 
president for marketing and a 
director. 

His architectural pursuits cover a 
broad range of commercial, educa- 
tional and public utility projects in- 
cluding work at Northland and East- 
land Shopping Centers; numerous 
Michigan public schools, colleges and 
universities and Michigan Bell facil- 
ities throughout the state. 
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He has served both the Michigan 
Society and the Detroit Chapter/ 
AIA. Chairing the 1964 MSA Conven- 
tion turned out to be good training 
because in 1971 the AIA National 
Convention came to Detroit and he 
was the Host Chapter President. He 
has been an advocate for accounta- 
bility and fiscal responsibility of Insti- 
tute Affairs and a proponent of a 
strong professional legislative pres- 
ence in the state capitol. 

He has been active in Rochester! 
Avon Township community affairs 
and has served on a number of plan- 
ning commissions and zoning boards 
there. Currently he is an appointed 
member of the Historic District 
Commission and has written a 
number of articles that have been 
published in “Michigan History Maga- 
zine.” An interest in archeology led to 
the formation of the Clinton Valley 
Chapter of the Michigan Archaeo- 
logical Society. He and his family 
have discovered, excavated and pre- 
served several previously unrecorded 
Indian Village sites in Michigan and 
Florida.

In Anniversary 
Lecture

The Industrial Technology Insti- 
tute in Ann Arbor is a “secured” 
building due to the sensitive nature 
of the research that is being con- 
ducted in its laboratories but AIA 
members and their guests will have a 
rare opportunity on April 23 to get 
inside for a glimpse of Michigan’s 
robotic future. 

The Detroit Chapter/AIA 100th 
Anniversary Lecture Series will fea- 
ture a design by William Kessler and 
Associates. This is the third in a series 
of events sponsored by the Chapter 
to highlight the recent work of firms 
in the area that have a consistent 
history of producing award winning 
designs. 

William Kessler, FAIA will explain 
how the design developed from a 
difficult site and a unique program. 
ITI staff will conduct tours during the 
reception that begins at 6:00 p.m. and 
guest will see the result; a 125,000 
square foot building, clad in stainless 
steel and glass that has a stream 
running through it.

Beaubien House 
nderway 


A quest that began sometime be- 
fore May 28, 1887 when President 
Frank C. Baldwin “reported the investiga- 
tion of the Board of Directors in 
regard to a permanent location and 
that the expense was found to be too 
great,” is in its final stage. Construc- 
tion is at last underway at the Beau- 
bien House and in about four months 
(so say the optimistic), the Michigan 
Society of Architects will finally have 
a home to be proud of. 

Seeing the building devoid of all of 
its anachronistic improvements 
should reassure the skeptics who 
wondered if the project had any arch- 
itectural merit at all. The finishes 
were never elaborate but the house 
has a dignity and elegance that is now 
much easier to see. 

Construction is perhaps too strong 
a word to describe what is going on 
there now. Destruction is more apt. 
The demolition crew has been at it for 
about a week as we go to press. The 

@ 2 addition is now a pile of dust 
and debris. The ugly Forest City panel- 
ling is gone. The water closets on the 
second floor sit side by side like some 
ancient throne. The third floor is 
open all the way across and it looks 
like a ball room. 

There is a “family tree” of some 
sort painted on the floor. The newest 
entry seems to be from 1890. Ghosts 
of previous partitions are evident and 
some hints of a Victorian color 
scheme are visible. 


The “Monthly Bulletin” plans to 
publish regular progress reports, com- 
plete with pictures, beginning with 
the May issue.
